N e w Y o r k , August 20:h.—Eighteen

the twenty-five financiers selected bv Mayor 
G rant to constitute the Finance Committee 
for the pi ejected W orld’s Fair in 1892 were 
present this afternoon at the initial m eet­ 
ing of the committee in the Mayor’s cilice. 
Many m illions of money were represented 
in the gathering and a unanim ity of feel­ 
ing was marked. 
Jesse Seligman made an address, in 
which he counseled prom pt action in the 
m atter of securing the funds necessary for 
a successful carrying out of the great event, 
and subm itted a plan in which he assumed 
$15.000,000 would be necessary for the 
undertaking. 
A company should be organized to issue 
stock to the am ount mentioned, which stock 
would command 2 per cent, interest and be 
guaranteed by the city of New York. The 
city should be authorized to assume such a 
responsibility by the passage of an Act to 
that end at the next session of the State 
Legislature. 
The stock should be exem pt from all 
taxation. 
Congress should be asked to 
give its hearty support to the scheme at its 
session in December. 
Seligman asked that his plan be simply 
received for consideration, and it was so 
ordered. 
This plan, with others subm itted and to 
be received, will be nresented to the E xe­ 
cutive Committee, who will be asked to 
select at once the more feasible and worthy 
for consideration.

A R ace o f H u m an B eings W ith o u t A m ­ 
bitio n o r R eligion, 
W ash in g to n ,

Geotge, agent for the Indians at the Colo­ 
rado River Agency, has subm itted his an­ 
nual report for the past fiscal vear. The 
reservation, which 
is 
situated 
on the 
nonndary line between California and A ri­ 
zona, contains about 128,000 acres. 
It ex­ 
tends from fifty miles in the Y um a strip, 
along either bank of the Colorado river. 
The Indians, under charge of the agent, 
num ber 777 Mobaves, i ^ t n o m 388 are 
males and 389 females, 
u f the 106 chil­ 
dren cf school age, forty attended school 
the past year. 
Agent George shows that 
during the year 46 per cent, of the Indians 
supported themselves by civilized pursuits, 
14 per cent by Government rations, and the 
rem ainder snbsisted upon roots and fishing 
and hunting. There are about 40,000 acres 
of tillable land in the reservation, of which 
the Indians tilled 300 last year. About 250 
bushels of wheat, 200 c f com and 75 of 
beans and 600 melons and 3,000 pum pkins 
were raised last year. Some 700 cords of 
wood were cat, and the Indians sold the 
Government and otherwise $2,263 worth of 
produce. 
The agent says that most of the Indians 
are w ithout am bition, preferring to live on 
mesqnite and screw beans and such rats 
and lizirds as they can catch, rather than 
work. Still, m any Indians are cultivating 
lands. The incentive to agriculture is not 
great. The land is poor and dry, aud as 
the facilities for irrigating are poor little 
can be raised, exceptduring the years when 
the Colorado overflows its banks, w hich is 
but once in three or five years. 
W heat and 
corn m ust both be planted iu holes dug 
from eight to fifteen inches deep and from 
ten to twenty inches apart in order to 
secure moisture for their growth. 
The tribe owns 125 horses, fifteen mules 
and twenty-five bur rus. The agent thinks 
that children should be sent away to be 
educated, for although the school lasts ten 
m ouths in the year the children get back 
into the habits of their parents w ithin a 
m onth after they return home. 
The Mojaves are fond of gambling, and 
use tobacco sparingly. They do not use 
intoxioatiDg liquors to any extent, while 
polygamy has died out among them . They 
have very loose habits of leaving one 
woman for another w ithout ceremony. 
Religion is m aking no appreciable advance 
among them . 


PO ST O F FIC E CHANGES. 


F irs t A ssistan t P o s tm a ste r C lark so n E x­ 
p lain s W hy T hey a re M ade. 
W a sh in g to n , A ngust 20th.—“ Yes,” said 
First Assistant Postmaster-General Clark­ 
son to-day, “ I see that some of the new s­ 
papers state that there have been 10,000 
changes m ade in postoffices since th e pres­ 
ent A dm inistration came into 
power, 
while others say that there have been 14,­ 
000 sub changes. N either statem ent is cor­ 
rect. There have been jn st about 15,000 
changes made in the postoffices. 
T hat is 
not tbe exact figures, but so near it that 
the difference on» way o r the other is not 
m aterial. Of those 15,000 changes one- 
third were brought about by resignation, 
about 200 were made because of changes in 
io'etf.ion ot the offices. 
W here Postmasters 
were keeping their offices in grog-shcps, or 
in other questionable places, we have 
made new Postmasters and have seen that 
they eAabl:*hed themselves where ladies 
m ay go without apprehens on. 
“In regard to Presidential offices, cur 
policy has been to allow the incum bent to 
serve four years, unless there was excuse 
for rem oval. Nearly all the changes in 
that class of postoffices were m ade after 
charges Rgainst the Postmasters were served 
and reported upon by Inspectors, who 
were detailed to look into them . The 
same num ber of changes, 15,000, were 
m ade under the previous A dm inistration 
in a corresponding length of tim e.” 


H EAV Y ORDNANCE. 


No B ids fo r th e 
C onstruction of th e 
W ire-W rap p ed G uus. 
W a sh in g to n , Angust 20th.—The Ord­ 
nance Bureau has brought to the attention 
of ttie Secretary of W ar the failure of m anu 
factnrers to respond to the advertisem en 
inviting proposals for the construction o 
tbe Woodbridge wire-wrapped gun. 
It is the belief in the' Bureau that the 
failure to secure a bid arose from the fact 
that a very few, if any, of the private iron 
works are equipped with the plant neces­ 
sary for the m anufacture of this piece of 
heavy ordnance. A prim e requisite is a 
lathe at least fifty-five feet in length, as the 
tube of the gun is to be twenty-five feet. 
A nother advertisem ent m ay be issued, 
but it is believed that it will be necessary 
for the Government to undertake the con­ 
struction of the gun. 
Ordnance officers are loth to do this, 
however, for two reasons. In the first 
place the W atervliet Works, the only shop 
under the control of the Government cap­ 
able of building the gun, are now busv and 
will doubtless be so for some tim e in'm ak- 
ing “ type guns,” or guns which are to 
serve as models for a num ber of rifled can­ 
non to be m anufactured from steel forg­ 
ings, lately contracted for at a cost of 
$1,500,WO.

P E R IS H E D ON T H E ANDES. 


F a te o f a n A m eric an E n g in e er a n d H is 
C om panion in C hile. 
W ash in g to n , August 20;h.—The Secre­ 
tary of State to-day received a letter from 
Edward L. Baker, Consul at Buenc9 Ayres, 
announcing the death of Thomas Bryan 
Gunning, late an engineer on one of the 
new railways building in the Argentine 
Republic. 
Gunning, he says, came to 
Buenos Ayres in February, claim ing to be 
a son-in-law of Senator Stanford, of Cali­ 
fornia, and received work on this railway. 
Last June Mr. Baker received a letter 
from him , saying that he was going to cross 
the m ountains into Chile. 
H e said that 
winter was coming on, but that he hoped 
to get through safely. 
Last m onth Mr. Baker received word 
that Gunning and a companion had been 
caught in a storm on the m ountains and 
perished. Mr. Baker says that one letter 
had been received for Gunning at the Con­ 
sulate ; that it was dated at East Orange, N. 
J., and had been signed sim ply “ your sis­ 
ter,” so that he could find no address to 
write to. 
G anning arrived at Buenos Ayres by the 
steamer Atiato, and nis last letter was dated 
Mendosa.

THE JUSTIFICATION OF NAGLE. 


The press of the country continues to 
discuss the Terry killing, and the opinion 
intensifies with each consideration of the 
case, that Nagle was not only justified in 
shooting as he did, but is to be commended 
for his action, since he was appointed with 
the especial instruction to guard the life of 
the Justice. 
The most recent argument 
goes to the extent intimated by the R e c - 


o r d - U n io n the morning after the tragedy, 
that under the law, had J ustice Field been 
merely a private citizen, and had Nagle 
not been under instruction to protect him, 
the latter would have been justified had he 
shot Terry when he refused to refrain from 
assault upon the aged victim he had struck 
from behind without warning, knowing 
that Terry had threatened Judge Field, 
and that he had sworn that he habitually 
went armed. 
New testimony has devel­ 
oped showing that Nagle had reason to be­ 
lieve that Terry was drawing a weapon, 
and to this Mr. Lidgerwood, a merchant 
who stood within a foot of Terry when he 
fell, emphatically testifies. The same gen­ 
tleman, a stranger to all parties, gives the 
lie direct to the wife of Terry when she 
asserts that Justice Field fired a weapon at 
Terry. That the justification of Nagle is 
complete under the law, is to be seen from 
iS e reading of the 197th section of the 
Penal Code: 
“Homicide is justifiable 
when committed by any person in either 
of the following cases: When resisting any 
attempt to murder any person, or to com­ 
mit a felony, or to do some great bodily 
injury upon any person, or,” etc. It is 
altogether significant that both Terry and 
his wife made their wills and deposited 
them in the office of a lawyer the day pre­ 
ceding the assault of Terry upon Justice 
Field. 
The expression of the leading 
Eastern press as it now comes to hand is 
almost unanimous in justification of the 
Depntv Marshal, and very few doubts are 
expressed concerning the wisdom of his 
action. 
The Chicago Inter-Ocean of the 
15th inst. in an elaborate review of the 
case says: 
The Deputy M arshal. David Nagle, who fired 
th e fatal shot, claim s th at he was perf.inning a 
strictly official duty in protecting th e Court 
If 
Terry had slapped Nagle him aell in the face no 
one would have questioned his right to shoot to 
kil 1, and would he not have been censurable had 
h e not rom e w ith all possible prom ptness to the 
protection of his superior officer f The insult 
and attack —for it was both—did not occur in a 
Court room, nor in cham bers, but. on the other 
han d , a Deputy M arshal does not put off his 
official responsibility w hen he leaves the im ­ 
m ediste precincts of a Court-house. Nor does a 
Ju d g e cease to be a Judge when he descends 
from the bench. 
W hatever the strictly legal 
aspects ol the case m ay be, it m ust he adm itted 
th a t Deputy M arshal Nagle was iu honor bound 
to defend the venerable Judge at his side. 
The 
attack did not grow out or any personal a n i­ 
m osity, but resulted from the fact iliat in the 
due discharge of his dutv as a United States 
Judge. Justice Field had incurred the deadly 
enm ity o f Terry, then acting as an attorney in a 
case pending before him . It is of th e v e iy 
highest im portance to the im par.ial discharge 
o f judicial duty the country over th at no irate 
law yer shall be able to intim idate the Court. 
In slapping Judge Field in the face ex-Judge 
Terry insulted and m enaced the entire judiciary 
\ of th e United states. 


A c o r r e s p o n d e n t , whose sincerity is 
not doubted, was yesterday given space in 
the R e c o r d - U n i o s to state his objections 
to the hanging awnings that the city au­ 
thorities have wisely determined must 
take the place of the post-supported affairs 
that are now an offense to the eye and the 
cause of reproach to the city. Our corre­ 
spondent’s objections to the new movement 
m aybe thus fairly summed up: “ Iron 
awnings ‘draw ’ the heat; on the north 
of streets running east and west they 
will not afford sufficient protection to the 
windows of merchants; 
the curtain from 
the edge of the balcony, now necessary, 
cannot be used with the iron awning; the 
movement is a crank crusade.” Now, it is 
essential that no desirable reform shall re­ 
ceive any check because of such unsub­ 
stantial objections as our correspondent 
raises—honestly enough, 
doubtless, but 
certainly in ignorance of what is real'v 
intended. 
In the first plt.ee, the idea of 
the metallic awning “ drawing ” the heat 
is error. 
Metal will, by reason of iu 
density, become hotter in the blaze of the 
sun than wood, but it will rapidly yield its 
heat also by radiation. The metal of the 
metallic awnings is exceedingly thin, it is 
elevated ar.d ex posed far more to currents of 
air than the present style of awnings, and 
in actual exjierience it is not found to grow 
materially hotter than the wooden ones H/r 
that very reason. 
Especially it has been 
•roved by thermometrical tests that the 
lercury is not more affected lieneath them 
i under wooden awnings. On the north 
of J and of K streets there are several 
-erhang iron awnings, and the testimony 
' jiat they afford the same shelter to the 
•reliant’.. window that the wooden awn- 
gave, and more, since while they are 
of the same width, the outer 
.. . s much lower than is possible 
a the old style; 
that, in fact, the iron 
ling suspended is superior in all rc- 
■cts to the post awnings—this is proof of 
<• pudding by the eatiug. There is no 
ij'tliiiou to erect iron awnings; the 
jperty-owner may cover the iron frame 


with wood or with canvas if he chooses— 
only he must not erect the old style of at­ 
tachments to the building, that really 
amount to an addition to the house, and 
actually obstruct traffic, to say nothing of 
their offensiveness to architectural tastes. 
There is no reason why the merchant 
should not have a drop-curtain depend 
from the edge of an overhanging, as well 
as from a post awning. 
Finally, if the 
movement to oust the old style awning is a 
“ crank movement,” the verdict of the 
people will be, “ blessed be the cranks, and 
may they prosper and succeed in their en­ 
terprise.” There is no reason why the 
light metallic rolling screens, that are 
common in the East, should not be intro­ 
duced in this city. They have the de­ 
cided advautage of being easily put out of 
the way in the case of fire or of a heavy 
storm, and may, by a simple mechanism 
be rolled up against the building in sea­ 
sons when there is no need for awning 
shelter, or when, on dark days, the “ front 
light ” fails. 


F resno has two swimming baths, San 
Jose and Santa Clara each have one, San 
Francisco has many. Sacramento, with 
unlimited water supply at her threshold, 
has not one. There is great need here for 
such an institution. 
If properly con­ 
structed and conducted, it would certainly 
“pay” as an investment, and that such a 
scheme has not been entered upon is 
amazing. The bath should be inland, and 
not in the river, as once proposed. It 
should be large enough to accommodate 
contestants in rae F ' 
and be capable of 
division into two parts for the accommoda­ 
tion of women and children, or of being 
thrown into one apartment as desired for 
public entertainments. It should not be 
less than eighty by one hundred and sixty 
feet in area, and should be under shelter, 
and be capable of being heated in air and 
water. It should be a tank of cement, or 
similar material, built upon the surface of 
the ground, that it may be easily and con­ 
stantly drained, for the chief essential of a 
popular swimming bath is fresh water 
daily, and in the hight of the season twice 
a day, possibly. The water can be pumped 
in from the river or raised front sunken or 
artesian wells. The discharge would be 
valuable in keeping at least one line of 
sewer thoroughly flushed. It is estimated 
that the land necessary, the tank and 
building construction, and the machinery 
plant, would call for about thirteen thou 
sand dollars to be invested; that the opera­ 
tion of the bath would average a cost of 
four thousand dollars a year. To return 
this outlay and ten per cent, interest upon 
the capital invested, would call for a 
patronage of but about fifty-nine persons a 
day, an average that would certainly be 
exceeded, while we take no account what­ 
ever of income from sale of privileges and 
spectator’s admission. 
It h demonstrable 
that the investment can be made to pay 
very handsomely, if it is handled by busi­ 
ness 
men. 
Certainly a well-managed 
swimming bath in this city would be a 
great public blessing, and is really a pub­ 
lic necessity. There is need that all our 
children and our women should be taught 
to swim ; it is not only an accomplishment 
but a necessary part of physical education. 
Under guidance it is a healthful and de­ 
veloping amusement. 
Swimming baths 
wherever established have proved popular 
sanitary aids and general public benefits- 
That there is not one such institution in 
Sacramento, with its 35,000 population, is 
not creditable to us. 


THE LATE TRAGEDY. 


T h e attempt to assassinate Dom Pedro 
Emperor of Brazil, was the attempt of a 
crack-brained youth, who represents no 
substantial element of worth in Brazil. 
Dom Pedro has made a wise, humane and 
progressive ruler, and that at this late day 
he should be assaulted is shameful. He 
has accomplished for Brazil all that has 
been possible in the last half century, and 
the nation is to-day one of the most flour­ 
ishing and satisfied states of the earth. No 
monarch has succeeded in abolishing a 
vast system of slavery with so little fric­ 
tion as has the Emperor of Brazil. The 
attempt to raise the cry of “Long live the 
Republic ! ” in the echoes of the sound of 
the pistol that was aimed at his heart, 
was not the sincere effort of one who has a 
true conception of a republic. 


BRITISH COMMERCE. 


Proposed Line of Steamers from Vancou­ 
ver to Hongkong. 


O t t a w a (Canada), August 20!h.— The 
action of the British House ot Commons 
in granting a subsidy of sixty thousand 
pounds for the establishment of a mail 
service between Vancouver and Hongkong 
is creatine a stir in political circles here. 
Hon. John Haggard, Postmaster-General 
in speaking of it said: “The Canadian 
Government has received advices that the 
information in the dispatch is correct, and 
that the action of the Imperial Govern­ 
ment was the direct outcome of Canada’s 
annex, evinced in the action of the Cana­ 
dian Commons at its last session, in agree­ 
ing to pay her share of the subsidy of fif­ 
teen thousand pounds.” 
The establishment of a line of steamers 
on this route is now almost an accom­ 
plished fact, and there is tittle doubt that 
it will revolutionize the British trade from 
India. 
A minute of the bill received by the 
Government here from the Imperial autho- 
iiies states that though the scheme is not 
justifiable upon postal reasons alone, it oi­ 
lers alternative services whicb saves sev­ 
eral days as compared with the 8uez route, 
and it is therefore of considerable value 
from a postal point of view. 
It has a land 
transit lying wholly within the British 
territory, and as a military route it is held 
by the military and naval authorities to be 
of the highest importance. 
The offer of a 
company to construct mail steamers which 
will be employed by the Admiralty as 
armed cruisers in case of need also accords 
with the policy already adopted in the case 
of certain other 
large steamship com­ 
panies. 
The mínate points out that some diffi. 
culty is felt wi:h regard to the Atlantic 
portion of the line, the control of which is 
entirely in the hands of the Dominion 
Government. 
Charters were, however, given by that 
Government that are necessary for the ac­ 
celeration of the service, sbonld it be se­ 
cured, and afler much 
negotiation the 
terms of the contract were agreed upon for 
service between Halifax, Quebec and Hong­ 
kong. and it will be one continuous aud 
complete service. At intervals of four 
weeks vessels will call at Yokohama and 
Shanghai, and the contract will ran for ten 
years. 
The admiralty ríanse provides for the 
conveyance of troops and supplies on the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. It will present 
an alterna t e route for Australian and 
New Zealand mails at j resent. 
These 
mails.^ when sent to America, travel via 
\o rk and San Francisco, and a spe- 
dally high ra’e is paid for the United 
States land transit. 
Under the proposed 
contract it will be possible to send them 
via Quebec or Halifax and Vancouver on 
payment of the ordinary postal union rates 
of transit to the Canadian Postoffiee and 
possibly the mail route via the Pacific to 
Australia will be diverted from San Fran­ 
cisco to V’anco ver.

A CALM REVIEW OF ALL THE FACTS IN j 
THE CASE. 


Nagle Could Not Have Done Differently 
and Performed His Duty an 
au Officer. 


The San 
Francisco Daily Report of 
August 19th has a very able and critical 
analysis of the circumstances attending the 
shooting of David 8. Terry by Deputy Mar­ 
shal David Nagle, which, in view of the 
discussion as to whether Nagle was justi­ 
fied in acting as promptly and decisively as 
hs did, is well worth reproducing. The 
article in question, which is illustrated by 
a diagram showing the scene of the en­ 
counter, is as follows: 


a s t a t e m e n t o f f a c t s . 
Now that the excitement attending the 
death of David Smith Terry has subsided, 
it may be well to glance back at the trag­ 
edy and get a clearer idea of the circum­ 
stances of it than was possible when the 
smoke of Nagle’s pistol hung over the 
scene and the air was still full of the wild 
stories and baseless rumors which always 
spring up when popular excitement gives 
them the chsnce of a day’s credence. 
Justice Field and Deputy Marshal Nagle 
entered first by the door and took their 
seats at the second table. 
Terry entered 
later, walked up the room and took his seat 
at the fifth or end table. 
Mrs. Terry en­ 
tered a few seconds afterward. 
When she 
came to the table at which the Justice and 
the Deputy Marshal were seated she turned 
suddenly and went out to the car to get 
her satchel, in which she always carried a 
pistol and in which was a pistol at the 
time. 
Meanwhile Terrv had risen from his 
seat, come down the aisle in which Field 
and Nagle sat, and had made an attack 
upon Field. The manner of the attack was 
very remarkable. 
Terry did not come 
back by the aisle by which he had passed 
up to his seat, for that would have brought 
him in front of Field and Nagle and with 
a table between them and him. Neither 
did he accost Field when he reached him. 
He does not seem to have intended that the 
Justice should have any warning. He was 
to be taken by surprise—to that end Terry 
not only came behind Field, but actually 
passed him. Had Field and Nagle been 
watching Terry’s approach out of the cor­ 
ners of their eyes, his movements were 
calculated to throw them oft their guard 
For Terry did not stop short when he 
reached Field. Neither did he stop short 
when 
immediately behind Field. 
He 
passed him. Then, suddenly wheeling, he 
struck the Justice. He did not come up to 
him and, laying a heavy hand on his 
shoulder, say : “I want to speak with you, 
sir.” Nor did he come up to him and say : 
"You did m ean injustice and I intend to 
avenge the wrong.” He did not say any­ 
thing. His silence and his movements 
were both calculated to throw brave men off 
their guard for the moment. The slap came 
in an instant, and, of course, it was an ut­ 
ter surprise. 
As to what happened at this juncture a 
disinterested spectator, who saw the whole 
affair, may well be quoted here, as it is the 
mo3t concise account of the tragedy that 
has been given, and is borne out by other 
witnesses with equally good opportunities 
of seeing what happened. George I. Li n- 
derwood, the Pacific coast agent of a New 
York manufacturing house, savs: 
“ I happened to see the whole thing, and 
had I been in Marshal Nagle’s place I 
would have done just as he did. There 
was nothing else to be done. Terry was 
after Field. He was looking for a quarrel, 
and if his record is to be considered, com­ 
bined with his threats, he meant to very 
seriously hurt or kill the Associate Justice. 
He got what he deserved, exactly. The 
idea that the Associate Justice of the 
United States is open to attack from everv 
bully is preposterous. 
Had Field been 
killed it would have been a blot on Cali­ 
fornia that would have taken years to re­ 
move. I sat just across the narrow, three- 
foot ai9le from Justice Field. I saw Terry 
strike him just as the descending, half­ 
closed hand reached his face. He had a 
look of terrible hatred. Nagle said, ‘ Stop, 
s ir!’ very loud, and as Terry prepared to 
strike again his left hand was thrown 
round his body. W hether Nagle thought 
he was reaching for his revolver or not I 
do not know, but that instant he fired. As 
to Justice Field firing a shot, that’s all bosh. 
Mrs. Terry made the story out of whole 
cloth. He could not have done so without 
my seeing him. I was not over a foot from 
Terry, and it was curious I was not hit. I 
said to Justice Field, as Terry fell backward 
and died, ’What’s this mean?’ ‘It’s bad, bad, 
said he, ‘but he attacked me, and this officer 
has killed him.’ The Justice was quite 
nervous. He had his bands clasped ; still 
they shook some. I thought of my old 
father as the Justice appeared before me 
with his white locks and his clear eyes, and 
I said : ‘ Don’t be nervous, Judge; there 
are plenty here who will see vou through.’ 
When a rather nice looking man said to 
Mrs. Terry afterwards, in response to her 
wild exhortations, that if she would get a 
revolver he would go in the car and get 
Nagle out and have him hanged, I tapped 
him on the shoulder and said : ‘ Look here 
you bad just better go and sit down. If you 
go trying to get anybody lynched here 
there's another armed, and you will be 
about the first man to get lynched your­ 
self.’ He went away and did keep cool, 
and there was no more trouble. No, s ir’ 
Terry got just what he ought to have bad 
Nagle ought to be rewarded for what he has 
done.” 
There is the picture, then. Field sud­ 
denly receives a slap in the face. Nagle 
specially appointed by the United States 
authorities to defend Field, starts up and 
sees that Terry has struck Field. What is 
he going to do next? Upon Terry’s face is 
a look of devilish rage and malice, and any 
one who has ever seen Terry angered 
knows well what a malicious and ferocious 
look would come into the gray eyes and 
over the pale face and compressed lips of 
the man. Nagle knows Field to be un­ 
armed and relying upon him. 
Nagle 
knows Terry's record. He knows how he 
slew Broderick, how he stabbed Hopkins, 
how crafty and ruthless and quick he had 
ever been in his deeds of blood. He re­ 
members how Terry placed hand on knife 
and bore down upon Kowalskv, and how 
he drew that ever-ready and deadly weapon 
in the temple of justice itself, when the 
Judge on the bench had. in his hearing, 
directed a United States Marshal to main­ 
tain order, and the Marshal was proceeding 
with ail possible forbearance to do so. Na­ 
gle knew, also, that Terry had testified in 
regard to that scene, that he habitually 
carried a bowie. Both he and Mrs. Terry 
so testifiwi. in order to prove that be had 
not specially armed himself for the occa­ 
sion. Terry tes'ified that he had carried a 
knife for thirty years. Nagle also knew 
that Terry bad hinted at violence to Field, 
while his wife had openly boasted that 
Terry would kill Field. 
Nagle is a cool man, and therefore his 
wits were about him. He had had much 
reason within the past few days to ponder 
over Terry and his ways. He’had Rrrived 
at Lathrop tearing trouble, and he knew in 
a moment that it had come and how seri­ 
ous it might be. For Nagle had seen 
shootings before and seen the occasion for 
them hnd the pretext for getting in the 
first shot, and when he saw Terry strike 
Field, and then saw the wicked and mur­ 
derous expression of the assailant’s face, it 
is a wonder in the circumstances that 
Nagle said: “Stop, sir.” To intervene with 
words instead of weapons at such a crisis 
was to take big chances on Field’s life and 
his own reputation. Seconds are lives 
when sticb men a3 Terry asfault their ene­ 
mies. Yet Nagle was cool enough and 
brave euough to risk a remonstrance. But 
as the words left his lips Terry’s band 
went quickly back, whether to strike an­ 
other blow or draw and use with lightning 
rapidity a weapon, how could Nagle know? 
\\ hat was the more likely ? What had 
Terry always dona in 
similar circum­ 
stances? Was it likely that he would con­ 
tent himself with striking Justice Field, 
himself a brave, determined and spirited 
man ? Was it likely that Terry expected 
he would be allowed to deliver even oue 
blow, far less two, and walk away unmo­ 
lested, roare especially when he was con­ 
fronted by a defender of Field, as well as 
Field bimself? Men tbink quickly in such 
circums anees as Nagle founu himself then 
in ; and when Terry did not obey his com­ 
mand to stop, but fluDg back his baud—for 
what?—the tune had come. There was not 
a tenth part of a second to lose. Out came 
Nagle's pistol and down went Terry ! At 
any other period in Terry’s life «i'nee he 
csuie to man's estate the’issue at such a 
moment would have been either his 
(Terry’s) life or his opponent’s. Why 
should Nagle have thought things any dif­ 
ferent then, or Terry any differently in­ 
clined than they and he had been for the 
past forty years? Nor is there any reason 
now to tbiDk ti.cre was any difference. 
It has been said above' that Nagle ex­ 
pected trouble that morning at Lathrop-*-# 


statement from which some may infer that j 
he met it more than half way. But the ' 
spirit in which be regarded the matter, and J 
the form in which he expected to meet it, t 
is best shown by the nrecautions he took. | 
He evidently expected a disturbance and 
that an arrest should be made in case of a 
disturbance. On the way to Lathrop he 
asked the conductor of the train whether 
there was a Constable at Lathrop. On be­ 
ing told that there was, he asked the con­ 
ductor to tell the Constable that he (the 
Constable) might rely upon him to assist 
in maintaining order in case Mr. and Mrs. 
Terry should make trouble. He did not 
send word that he wanted the Constable to 
help him protect Field. That would have 
shown a different spirit. He sent word 
that he was ready to help the Constable in 
case of necessity. He evidently had no 
idea at this time that Terry would attack 
Field *i et armis. 
Such, in brief, were the circnmstances of 
the case from the time the train began to 
approach Lathrop till Terry lay dead on 
the floor; and it may be profitable for 
some of the Report's readers to digest them 
cslmly, and make up their minds whether 
Nagle or Terry was to blame for the out­ 
come of the encounter in the breakfast 
room, and how they would have acted dif­ 
ferently had they been in Nagle’s shoes.

The San Diego police raided a tan game 
in that city on Sunday night, and seven 
Chinese gamblers were arrested.

The Porte has decided to int 
crease the forces in Crete to thirty thou­ 
sand. 
The Phoenix Woolen Company, of East 
Greenwich, Conn., has assigned. The em­ 
barrassment was brought about by the 
failure of Brown, Steese & Clark, who held 
the company’s notes lor large amounts. 
The assets and liabilities are unknown. 
A dispatch from the City of Mexico says 
that Hon. J. G. Carlisle and wife, accom­ 
panied by United States Minister Ryan, left 
for Guada'ajara on Saturday night, where 
they will be given a reception by Governor 
Casona, of the State ol Jalisco, Sunday 
afternoon. 
At a meeting of the Ministerial Council 
at Paris yesterday the Minister of War 
stated that out of 2 600 officers of the armv, 
500 had been found guilty of participating 
in political agitations and been dealt with. 
Twenty-one 
non commissioned 
officers 
have been chastised. 
A little five-year-old son of 8. W. West­ 
fall, of Fresno Flats, fell into a well thirty- 
seven feet deep, which contained ten feet of 
water, last Saturday. His mother fainted, 
bnt Mrs. George Bayley lowered a bucket 
by a rope and the little fellow clung to it 
until he was pulled out. 
At San Juan by-tbe-Sea, Sunday, a bull’s 
horns were sawed off and a $10 gold piece 
tied on his head for any one brave enough 
to take it off. A mulatto made the at­ 
tempt, bnt was terribly lacerated by the 
bull. Finally a number of Mexicans held 
the bull by the tail while another removed 
the money. 
A dispatch from Missonla, Mont., says 
information has been received there that 
the Indians are again menacing the whites 
at Demersville. One white was killed. 
The Justice of the Peace at Demersville 
telegraphed Governor White asking for 
proteciion. He says the settlers are guard­ 
ing their homes. 
A Greensburg, Pa., special says : A fatal 
disease has broken out among the cattle in 
several localities in this county, and thev 
are dying to an alarming extent. It is 
known among veterinary surgeons as Texas 
fever. The disease ¡3 supposed to have 
been transmitted through bringing a car­ 
load of Western cattle into the country by 
a farmer. Stockraisers and dairymen are 
greatly alarmed.

HORTICULTURAL REPORTS. 


The Commissioners in Tulare and San 
Bernardino Counties. 
Bulletin No. 52, just issued by the State 
Board of Horticulture, contains the follow 
ing reports: 


V i s a l i a (Cal.), June 20, 1889. 
To the Honorable the State Board of Horti- 
culture—Gentlemen : We, the undersigned 
members of the Tulare County Horticult­ 
ural Board, beg leave to submit this as our 
semi-annual report: 
We divided the county into three dis­ 
tricts, the Lucerne, Tulare, and Visalia, 
and appointed N W. Motheral as Inspector 
for Lucerne, I N. Wright for Tulare, and 
I. H. Thomas for the Visalia District. The 
unanimous reports of all three of said offi­ 
cers heartily indorse the use of the snlphnr 
and lime solution for the destruction of all 
insect pests which prey upon deciduous 
trees. And we find in all orchards where 
the solution has been properly applied 
that the scale has been killed and the trees 
wonderfully invigorated. So far as we 
have investigated we have found no vines 
diseased, and that the prospect is very bat­ 
tering for an enormous yield of grapes: 
also report a fair yield of apricots, a full 
crop of peaches and nectarines, and a me­ 
dium crop of pears and app'.es.

REPORT OP TH E 8AN BERNARDINO BOARD OF 
HORTICULTURAL COMMISSIONERS. 
To the Honorable the State Board of Horti- 
ruUure- G k n tlk m e n : 
We beg leave to sub­ 
mit this, our first report: 
On the thirty-first day of December last 
the Board of Supervisors of this county is­ 
sued commissions to H. B. Muscott, Brad­ 
ford Morse and W. E. Collins, as a County 
Board 
of Horticultural Commissioners. 
Immediately on receipt of our commissions 
we met and organized and laid our plans 
fo. a vigorons campaign against scale in­ 
sects. 
We selected carefully a corps of local 
inspectors for the several districts into 
fffiifh-weLad d i-ld -’ the county, and set 
them to work to make a thorough exarnin- 
ation of every orchard, in order to learn 
what insec:s infested them, and to what 
extent. By frequently calling them to­ 
gether for consultation and instruction, we 
have succeeded iu training a corps of men 
to intelligently guard tne fruit-growers’ 
interests in this direction; and as they are 
careful observers, as has been proven by 
their work, we feel confident that the hort- 
lcultural industry of this county is in safe 
hands. Considering that the season was 
well advanced for treatment of many pests 
when our appointments were made, we 
feel we have accomplished good work. 
We found San Jose scale (Aspidiotta per- 
niciosus) in considerable quantity on pear, 
Peach, plum, prune and almonds along 
the Santa Ana river, and scattered in many 
localities throughout tbe county. Rapax, 
or white pear scale, and red spider, have 
also been found on deciduous trees, as well 
as some black scale (Lecanium olea) on 
pear, apricot and pepper trees. On the 
orange and lemon, brown and black scales 
(Leconium hesperidum) are scattered in 
greater or less quantities in many parts of 
the county. In two localities red scale 
Aspiciotus aurantii) has been discovered on 
trees brought from Santa Ana and San 
Gabriel valleys, aud planted some years 
since. The fact that it has not been discov­ 
ered sooner, and that now it is not present 
in large numbers, would rather indicate 
tnat some reason exists for its slow increase 
in this valley. The trees have, with one 
exception, been cut back, so that the limbs 
and trunks could be thoroughly scrubbed 
with a solution of kerosene, concentrated 
lye and resiD, which has also been found 
very satisfactory against the black and 
brown scales. 
M e have also found one case of Icerya 
purchasi introduced 
on 
an evergreen, 
brought from San Francisco something over 
a year ago, which has spread to four orange 
trees and some rose bushes. Everything 
infested was saturated with kerosene 
a, 
burned. In the treatment adopted for 
Aspidiotus aurantii and Icerya purchasi, 
we are of the opinion that it has been ef­ 
fectual. 
We have also found some oleander, rose, 
blackberry and walnut scales, and, as with 
L- ?t|lers’ have received that attention 
which looks for extermination as an end. 
Four cases have been discovered by us 
where Icerya purchasi has been brought in 
on ornamental shrubbery from Los Auge- 
les and San Francisco this season. It was 
in each case unintentional, but this indi­ 
cates too plainly the source of our danger. 
In this connection we are urging our Su­ 
pervisors to jiass an ordinance that will 
supply the needed quarantine powers; 
that everything brought into the county 
•or planting shall be ex a m in e d by an In­ 
spector before being planted.

Clerk Larkin volunteered the informa­ 
tion that he had known the prisoner dur­ 
ing the war, and knew that he was always 
at the head of his regiment—when a re­ 
treat was sounded.

DOING GOOD WORK. 


A nother Man Convicted of Selling Liquor 
to a Boy. 
Another person, Tony Gerber, has been 
convicted by a jury for having sold liquor 
to a boy under 15 years of age, named 
Harry Fisher. 
The case was tried in 
Justice Henry’s Court yesterday, District 
Attorney Bruner appearing for the prose­ 
cution, and Z. F. Wharton for the defense. 
The testimony of the arresting officer and 
of the boy was so direct as to leave the 
learned counsel but little or no ground on 
which to base a defense. 
The jury recommended the prisoner to 
the mercy of the Court, but on what ground 
it would be difficult to imagine. It was 
only a couple of weeks ago that another 
party was convicted of a similar offense, 
and Gerber can hardly plead, with sin­ 
cerity, that he had not had full warning. 
The fact is, this thing of selling liquor to 
boys should be beneath the act of any de­ 
cent man. There are scores of saloon­ 
keepers in this city who have too much 
honor to do such a thing, even if there were 
no law on the subject, and all of them who 
have been heard to express themselves on 
the subject say they have no sympathy 
whatever for any man who would be guilty 
of Buch a thing. It is a vile and despicable 
practice that ought to be, and m ust be, broken 
up. Tbe Law and Order League is deserv­ 
ing not only of great credit for having in­ 
augurated this reform, but should have 
the support—both moral and financial—of 
every parent in the city. 
Men who are themselves drinkers admit 
that there is no excuse for the sale of 
liquor to bovs. The latter have tempta 
tions enough to contend against, without 
having their moral sense blunted and their 
health undermined by indulging in intox­ 
icating drinks. If tbe law makers of the 
State could only develop sufficient wisdom 
to include cigarettes in the same law, and 
to make the punishment for its infraction 
severe enough to deter heartless rascals 
from violating it, they would be doing an 
act of mercy to the rising generation and 
to mankind in general. It is a noticeable 
fact that few boys care for cigars or pipes 
until they near the sge of manhood, while 
it is a fact that the cigarette—adulterated 
as it is with opium and other deleterious 
drugs—enchains victims almost from the 
start. Public opinion should everlastingly 
frown down any class of men so lost to 
honor and decency as to attempt to profit 
by the debauchery and ruin of the youths 
of the land. 


LUCKY CONVICTS. 
Seven of them Given T heir Freedom by 
Governor W aterm an. 
Governor Waterman turned out quite s 
batch of pardons yesterday. 
Seven con­ 
victs were, by his order, given their free­ 
dom. 
The first one to be thankful is Alvin 
McClelland, sentenced to two years im­ 
prisonment for burglary committed in Los 
Angeles county last June. In granting this 
pardon the Governor explains that the 
prisoner was too young to be sent to the 
Penitentiary, and also that the evidence, 
which was 
purely circumstantial, was 
hardly sufficient to warrant a conviction. 
George Wilson, convicted of assault with 
a deadly weapon, in San Francisco, is par­ 
doned because he bad never been really 
convicted. He was tried once, but the jury 
disagreed. 
Wilson, being then without 
funds, and impatient, withdrew bis pica of 
not guilty and entered one of guilty. 
Edward Daly, convicted in Sonoma of 
furnishing liquor to Indians, is next in 
line. It appears that be met two Indian 
boys out on a country road, and was not 
aware that he was violating tbe law when 
he gave them a drink from bis flask when 
they asked lor it. 
William G. 
Morrison, a well-known 
“straw bondsman” of 'Frisco, is also free. 
He swore before Superior Judge Mun>hy 
that be was a man of wealth, in signiDg a 
bail bond in August, 1887, but it was after­ 
ward proved that be could not pay bis beer 
bills, and be was given six years for per­ 
jury. 
The Governor excuses Morrison oil 
the ground that be must have been drunk 
when be signed that bail bond. 
Next is Manuel Alvez, convicled of bur­ 
glary in Santa Barbara, and sentenced to 
five years imprisonment. 
Alvez was only 
thirteen years of age when sentenced, and 
the Governor considers that he is now suf­ 
ficiently reformed. 
James 8. Lear, convicted in Tehama 
county in 1885 of counterfeiting and given 
a ten years'sentence, is given his pardon 
on tbe ground that be was convicted on tbe 
testimony of disreputable people.

Venable

teen years of age, and the petition for 
his release bears tiie signatures of many 
promiceut people of Santa Clara county.

A llen Springs and W hat th e People are 
Doing T here. 
A llek S p b i k g s , August 18th. 
Eds. Recobd-Ujjion : This, one of the 
most charming resorts of the Coast Range 
mountains, is situated in a deep valley on 
a branch of Cache creek, abont three miles 
southeast of Bartlett Springs. Its elevation 
is abont 1,900 feet. The buildings, about 
twenty-five in number, are erected along 
the bank of this beautiful stream, across 
which are many convenient foot-bridges/ 
On the south a precipitous hill, covered 
with graceful fir trees and luxuriant un­ 
dergrowth, rises to an elevation of, say, 
1,000 feet. On the opposite side the Hill 'is 
equally steep, rises to about the same alti­ 
tude, and is covered with different varieties 
of low brash. Opposite the hotel, for a 
distance of several hundred yards, an exca­ 
vation in the base of the hill has been 
made, making a wide thoroughfare contin­ 
uous with the wagon road. This roadway 
is carefully attended to and sprinkled daily. 
It affords an excellent place for evening 
promeDadiDg, croquet playing and other 
amusements. A row of neat and comfort­ 
able cottages occupies the terrace above the 
wagon road and opposite tbe hotel. 
The cottages are shaded with dense foli­ 
age of oak, bay, elder trees and wild rose­ 
bushes, affording protection throughout 
the day from tbe sun. Below the hotel, 
on the opposite side of the creek, is Cold 
Spring, No. 2. Above and near the bed of 
the 
creek, 
and 
within a radius of 
thirty feet, are situated three springs— 
chalybeate, No. 1; sulphur, No. 3; iron 
No. 4. Although these springs are so near 
each other the quality of water in each 
seems entirely different. Excelsior and 
complexion springs complete the list. The 
latter has lately been re-opened, having 
been, as the facetious man has said, so well 
patronized of latter years that it has be­ 
come exhausted. 
Perhaps no resort in 
California has a greater variety of mineral 
waters than are found here. What their 
virtues are we leave to the judging public, 
but many persons who are here now ana 
who have been here for many consecutive 
summers declare them unsurpassed. 
The writer of this article has for many years 
spent his summer vacations in the Sierras. 
He is familiar with and an admirer of 
rugged mountains, deep canyons, green 
meadows, placid lakes and genial climate. 
His prejudice has been against any other 
resort, but when the stage bearing him to 
Allen Springs carried him around dismal 
curves and over difficult passes, that preju­ 
dice began to wane, and when, at 10 o clock 
at Dight, under the light of a full mcon, he 
reached his destination, he thought to him­ 
self that if he had known more of the 
beauties of this locality he would have 
said less of a disparaging nature. 
Allen Springs is at present under the 
management of D. J. Stevens, of Sacra­ 
mento county, a gentleman of good ad­ 
dress, pleasing manners, and thoroughly 
competent and obliging. The number of 
guests here is about eighty, forty of whom 
occupy cottages. There seems to be no dis­ 
tinction, the lowly cottager mingliDg in. 
common courtesy with the gue3ts of tm f 
hotel. Age and youth associate evidently 
with mutual enjoyment. Even the wid­ 
ower of sixty, having unburdened cares and 
restraints, has forgotten his dotage, and is 
irrepressible in his acts of devotion to the 
maid of eighteen. He poses with an air of 
"If there’s any one here in love with me, I 
am jnst as young as I used to be.” 
There is one round of constant and va­ 
ried pleasure. Contrary to one’s expecta­ 
tion there seems to be a total absence of the 
halt and decrepit. Whatever may be the 
ailment of tbe individual, it rests entirely 
with himself, and does not prevent his par­ 
ticipation in the amusements of the day. 
The vocal solos, duets, quartets, etc., ac­ 
companied by violin, piano, ilnte attd gui­ 
tar, have their charms for some; thecroquet 
grounds for others, while the more restless 
and romantic prefer excursions to different 
places.

All tbe latest novelties in 
the line of dancing (for certain reasons 
“Dan Tucker” Jseems to be the favorite) 
have been introduced, and are executed 
with a will. If, when the floor is covered 
with dancers, the music in full blast and 
every one in the hight of enjoyment, some 
one cries “Stage !’’ the arm of the musician 
seems suddenly paralyzed, the will of the 
dancer seems broken and a general stam­ 
pede is made for the hotel, so great an 
event is this daily arrival 
Sneaking of stages, reminds me that a 
few days ago Mr. R. F. Burns, Superin­ 
tendent of Schools of Placer county, who 
is now rusticating at Bartlett Springs, paid 
us a visit.

N evada State Likely to Get N early All of 
th a t M ountain Sea. 
It will be remembered that a few months 
ago Surveyor-General Reichert, E. Gron­ 
sky and another civil engineer went to 
Tahoe to survey the Nevada and California 
boundary line in accordance with the pro­ 
visions of an Act of the last Legislature. 
There they met the Governor of Nevada 
and a surveying party, and the lines were 
run. Referring to the result of this work, 
the Carson Tribune remarks: 
“The California Civil Engineers employed 
in surveying the boundary line between 
Nevada ana California have about com­ 
pleted their labors. It is reported at the 
Lake, on good authority, that the line es­ 
tablished by Von Schmidt is a long way- 
east of that established by the United 
States survey, and that tbe monnment now 
marking the boundary between the two 
States, erected near the town of Bijou, on 
the Von Schmidt line, will be moved west 
to Myers', on the Placerville wagon road 
near the foot of Lake Valley. This will 
give about the entire area of Lake Tahoe 
to Nevada.”

JUDGE niRN ER. 
'What H e H as to Say A bout the Late 
H om icide Case. 
San Francisco, August 20th.—Judge 
Turner has been in close consultation all 
day with the attorneys for the prosecution, 
and it was not until a rather late hour that 
he was found at his hotel. In speaking oi 
the hearing of Nagle's habeas corpus case, 
which is likely to take place Thursday, Mr. 
Turner said the prosecution would be 
ready, but could say nothing about the 
movements of the attorneys for the de­ 
fense. He still remains confident that the 
Federal Courts will not assume jurisdiction 
in the matter over the State Courts, and 
that the case will be returned to San Joa­ 
quin county. 
“Mrs. Terry," said he, “wiil remain in 
Stockton for a few days yet under advice 
i from me, as her presence here is not re­ 
quired.” DAVID 8. TERRY'S WILD. 
‘‘Mr. Turner," said the reporter, “it is 
announced by telegraph that Judge Terry 
left a will, and that it is in your posses­ 
sion.” 
. 
"A w ill!” said he. “Well, yon can learn 
nothing from me regarding it, and I reply 
to you as I have to other representatives 
that have sought the same information. I 
don’t desire to say anything about the will. 
Even if there was a will I should not say 
anything in connection with it, and I don’t 
want it to be understood that I say there is 
a will.” 
THE ACTION OF THE DISTRICT COURT. 
The Judge expressed considerable sur­ 
prise when informed that the demurrer to 
the indictment agaiust Mrs. Terry had 
been overruled iu the United States Dis­ 
trict Court this morning, bat did not make 
any commeats other than that “it hardly 
seemed possible under the recent cir­ 
cumstances that the demurrer should be 
overruled.” 
FRESNO ATTORNEYS. 
A Meeting in Respect to Terry’s Memory 
Postponed for a Few Hays. 
F resno, August 20th.—A meeting of the 
Fresno Bar Association was held in the 
Court House, this morniDg, to consider the 
advisability of passing resolutions iu re­ 
spect to the memory of David 8. Terry. 
Judge Harris presided, and about fifty 
members were present. Some resolutions 
were about to be presented, but were stren- 
ouslv objected to by ex-Judge Nourse, who 
desired the withdrawal of the resolutions 
in order that no scandal might be created. 
He was willing to vote for the resolutions, 
speaking of the deceased as an honest and 
incorruptible lawyer, but he could not in­ 
dorse, even by implication, Mr. Terry's 
conduct in the Federal Court, or at the 
time he met his death. W. D. Grady said 
that lleel B. Terry, a nephew of the de­ 
ceased, would return from the mountains 
about Friday or Saturday, and he suggested 
that action should be postponed until that 
gentleman should arrive. The suggestion 
was adopted. 
WATER RIGHTS. 
A Cnoe of Importance to Mine-Owners 
and Stockholders. 
San F rancisco, August 20th.—The water 
Fights of the Bine Point Mining Company 
of Nevada county were sold. After the 
sale McShane, a “ subsequent creditor.” be­ 
gan suit to have the sale set aside, holding 
that it was contrary to the provisions of the 
Act for the protection of stockholders, Sta­ 
tutes of 1880. The case was carried to the 
Supreme Court and submitted on briefs. In 
the meantime two other cases exactly simi­ 
tar, and involving the same points, have 
come to the Court on appeal, and the Court 
determined to settle the questions involved, 
has just beard oral argument in the matter. 
The first question raised is, whether un­ 
der the statute of 1880, making it unlawful 
for the directors of a mining company to 
sell mining ground without the consent of 
the stockholders, it is necessary that the 
stockholders’ consent should be executed, 
and if, when the deed is shown to have 
been properly executed, it will be presumed 
that the stockholders actually consented to 
the sale. The second question is, whether, 
after a mining company has sold the prop­ 
erty, received the purchase price and de­ 
livered possession, a subsequent creditor 
can attack the deed and have it declared 
void for a lack of ratification—in other 
words, whether the statute shall be so in­ 
terpreted as to make all unratified deeds 
absolutely void, or only to be set aside at 
the suit of stockholders, no one but a 
stockholder being able to attack the deed. 
The term “mining property” used in the 
statute will have to be construed, too, as in 
the Blue Point case, the company having 
sqld its water rights. 
Senator C. W. Cross, in his argument for 
appellant, maintained that a thing which 
was declared unlawful by the statute could! 
not have any effect, and a deed could not 
be presumptive evidence. He said the law 
contemplated the stockholders giving their 
consent after the execution of the deed. 
Garrett W. McEnerney, for respondent, 
said that illegal contracts'are void, but con­ 
tracts which are required to be executed 
with certain formalities do not come under 
the same rule, and can be set aside only by 
persons whose interests are affected at the 
same time. He held that water rights were 
not mining property, and therefore did not 
come under the statute. 
NEVADA FAIR. 
The Opening Day Indicates a Complete 
Sucres*—Good Raring. 
Grass Valley, August 20ih.—The fifth 
annual fair of the Seventeenth Agricultural 
District opened to-day under the most aus­ 
picious circumstances. The weather was 
delightfnl and there was a good first-day 
crowd at the track. 
The stock entries are not as numerous as 
in preceding years, but the pavilion display 
is very fine, the exhibits, in numbers aud 
quality, far exceeding previous displays. 
The suiek exhibited comprises the best 
throuzhbreds. H. B. Nichols shows thirty 
Hereford and Ayrshires. 
The fruits embrace everything from 
apples to oranges and lemons, all from 
within fifteen miles of Grass Valley. 
The first race was three-fourths of a mile 
and repeat fur a purse of $400. Entries— 
Bessie Shannon, Hotspur, Applause, Hello 
*ud Barney G. Applause won in straight 
beata. Time, 1:15 and 1:154- It was very 
fast. The race was one of the best ever 
seen in America. Shannon was a close 
second in the first heat and Hello bad the 
place in the second heat. Applause had 
1224 pounds up and was favorite in the 
pools. 
The second event was a mile dash be­ 
tween Eia, Sir Toad and Jim Duffy. Eda 
is a two-year old and was given forty 
pounds. She won. hands down, in 1:46 
The purse was $300. 
The next was a race, best two in three, 
lor a purse of $250. The starters were 
Nellie Boyd. Palmetto and J. W. Palmetto 
took the first heat and Nellie Bovd the sec­ 
ond and third.
